Sir,—I have een instruc ‘ted hy 
the Minister to advise yyu that it 
has been decided to offer issistarive 
to farmers and dairymen in bring- 
ing ‘into the Province a number of 
pure bred dairy animals. r 

This assistance will be given to 
any person! desifing to bring into 
Alberta from Saskatchewan, Mani- 
toba, Ontario or Quebec a pure bred 
male or female animal of Jersey, 
Gurnsey, Holstein or Ay rshire igasts 
ing. 

The conditions upon which this 
assistance will be given are as fol- 
lows: is . 

Ist. The person selects his own 
animal and arranges his own terms 
of payment. 

2nd. He notifies the Department 
of Agriculture at Edmonton, of the 
purchase; he states the number 07 
animals bought; the name and the 
registry number of each animal, and 
the name, the post office and the 
nearest railway station of the person 
from whom the purchase was made; 
also his own post office and nearest 
railway station, 

3rd, As-soon as a sufficient num- 
ber of animals shall baye. been re- 
ported ‘to fill a car, <a competent 
person will be appointed to. collect 
and deliver them to the nearest rai’- 
way station of the purchaser, 

4th. In consideration of the fore- 


delivered, 


u certificate of registration in the 
National Live Stock Records 
Canada, : 

Creamery Associations and Agri- 
cultural societies are especially urged 
to co-operate with the farmers in 
this matter,
